Third Fleet Continues Jap Ruin:

Shortly after the Doolittle raid on Tokyo in April, 1942, Ken 
was told he would be transferred to Tokyo. He didn’t like the idea, 

“Shanghai is safer,” he told me frankly. 

Now he is captured in the Philippines while out foraging for 
food in the wilds of northern ‘Luzon. 

He says Japan: will have to surrender unconditionally within a 
few weeks, that the whole defense of Luzon was just a “holding | 
operation” to gain time and kill more Americans in theyhope of 
gaining an easier peace. 

That’s Ken’s opinion, but he knows better than most Japanese 
what Japan is up against. He is a quiet man. I never heard him 
boast at a time when that was a national Japanese diversion. His 
opinion is probably honest, if not necessarily accurate.

The policy, described as “persistent, methodical, and deliberate,” 
was devised by the Japanese in a futile attempt to bring a stop to 
the relentless scourging of their home islands. 


For a year the United States has protested the Japanese practice 
of using American prisoners, in effect, as hostages; for a year the 
Japanese have been giving “so sorry” replies. Tonight the State 
Department gave the details and pointed to a recent Tokyo broad- 
cast stating that an American prison-of-war camp had been hit by 
American bombs only last Thursday. 

The State Department release told a sad story of unsuccessful 
attempts to persuade Japan to live up to the Geneva prisoner-of-war 
convention. It also indicated that the department has abandoned 
hope that the Japanese will change their policy: that the department 
anticipates that, as aerial bombardment continues, Japan,;in des- 
peration, will move more and more helpless Americans inté target 
areas.

Increased demand and decreased production have placed the. 
textile industry “in a position of urgency that has no parallel in 


recent textile history,” the Atlanta Federal Reserve Bank es for the Franco-German. armistice | 


in its August Bulletin, released today. | 

A lengthy survey of the southeast’s number one manufacturing | 
industry in the bank’s monthly review made it clear civilians are 
going to find it harder than ever to buy that shirt or handkerchief, 
or bedsheet—despite the contraction of America’s war front from 


two hemispheres to one. 

The review brought out these 
salient points: 

Service requirements which 
were for about 25 per cent o1 the 
output early in 1944 rose to about 
one third in the second quarter of 
this year and probably will remain 
at about that level ‘in this quarter. 

Export demands which in peace- 
time accounted for four td five 
percent of production currently 
are running seven to eight per 
cent. 

CIVILIAN DROP IS SEEN 


This means that “the share of, 
cotton broad-woven goods avail-.

Atlanta Captain Saw 
Potsdam Arrivals

On hand to witness the arrival 
of the dignitaries for the Potsdam 
conference was Capt. Joel Hurt 
Bickerstaff, 26,son of Mrs. Charles 
A. Bickerstaff, of 808 Lullwater 
road, N. E., who has written home’ 
an eye-witness account of how 


these men-in-the-news looked, act-

caused as they alighted from 
planes at the airfield where the 
Atlanta captain is stationed. 

Chief flight control officer for 
the Ninth Flying Control Squad- 
ron, Capt. Bickerstaff was able to 
report these descriptive details 
that are absent from the regular 
dispatches sent from Potsdam.

IN BATTLE DRESS 

“He wore, as always, battle 
dress, and also sported five rows 
of ribbons that practically covered 
his left side from breast pocket to 
shoulder. He stopped long enough 
to chat a moment with the group 
that had come to meet him and to 
shake hands with Soviet naval of-

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ficer greeters, then left for Pots- 
dam.

dow near the rear door. The crowd 
pressed over in the direction of 
the descent ladder, but was held 
back by the MP’s to make an exit 
lane. 

“First a couple of alert plain- 
clothesmen descended, and then 
President Truman in a natty blue 
suit and grey hat started down.

At the foot of the ladder 
all the official greeters took over 
with zest as Admiral-of-the-Fleet 
Leahy followed and the remain- 
der of the plainclothesmen quick- 
ly scrambled down to earth. 
SOVIET GREETERS 

“These latter circulated with 
the speed of striking cobras and 
the eyes of a sailor watching a 
bathing beauty contest after six 
months at sea.

CALCUTTA, July 31.—(#)—AI- 
lied forces have wiped out upward 
of 7,000 Japanese troops attempt- 
ing to escape a bloody jungle trap 
in lower Burma and break east- 
ward across the Sittang river, the 
Southeast Asia Command $an- 
nounced today. 

This fighting has centered be- 
tween the Mandalay-Rangoon road 
and the river, in a region generally 
80 to 150 miles northeast of Ran- 
goon. 

More than 6,000 enemy dead 
have been counted, a communique 
said, and nearly 600 have been 
captured. This toll, however, does 
not include casualties inflicted by 
guerrilla forces. This latest an-

The people who know whether Petain 
is guilty or not are the French people who 
opposed Germany while he, Petain, col- 


laborated with them in the Vichy gov- 
ernment.

General Petain is guilty in the minds 
of the persons who endured -occupation, 
no matter what the court decides.

Now, Pierre Laval, the: shrewd, un- 
scrupulous political traitor who worked 
with Petain, has surrendered. A death 
sentence already has been passed on him 
in the time he was with his friends, Hitler 
and Franco. 


These trials, that of Petain and the 
one to come for Laval, are of enormous 
importance to. France and the world. 
Upon their outcome and revelations will 
depend whether France becomes even 
more politically and ideologically divided. 
Upon these trials, as France tries her own 
soul and character, depends whether or 
not France bécomes a unified, strong na- 
tion or remains. politically chaotic and 
weak. Therefore, they are important 
to us. 


We Must Not Brook Further Delay 


The Interstate Commerce Commis¢ion 
has granted the nation’s railroads an ‘ad- 
ditional three: months in which to bring 
about rate adjustments aimed at elimi- 
nating some of the discriminatory differ- 
entials between “official” eastern territory 
and southern and western areas. 


Thus the railroads now have until No- 
vember 30, rather than until August 30, 
to continue the tariff structures which 
have penalized the south and west so tell- 
ingly in the realm of industrial develop- 
ment. Thus they will have an additional 


90 days in which to scheme in an effort 
to devise legal loopholes to thwart eco- 
nomic justice, to plot further means of 
delay. 


Certainly this latest manifestation of 
the railroads’ hold in the rate-fixing field 
should convince the most dubious that 
Gov. Arnall’s suit against the rail trust is 
amply justified. Only,-it now seems, by 
forever outlawing the collusion which 
enters into the fixing of rates may we 
attain real and permanent freight rate 
equality. And that. is just what Gov. 
Arnall’s supreme court suit seeks to do. 


The Dismal Cotton Crop Outlook 


Georgia’s long-suffering cotton farmers 
have troubles aplenty. 


Because ‘of adverse spring weather 
conditions, many lost their first batch of 
seeds and had to replant several weeks 


later. 


Hands to cultivate the crop have been 
scarce. Whether farmers can get enough 
help for picking, is an even more pressin 
question. - 


But, worst of all, the boll weevil is 
back. 


From virtually all over the state, the 
story is the same: *The weevil threat. at 
present is the most serious in a number 
of years. Only the right kind of weather 
and plenty ‘of dusting can save the crop 
in some sections. 


Georgia’s 1945 cotton crop, in short, 
gives every indication of turning out far 
from satisfactory. 


Fortunately, most Georgia farmers 
have long since been sold on the merits 
of diversification. But, for those who 
cling to the old one-crop system, it looks 
like mighty lean pickings.

Writes Congressman Ed V. Izac, of California, 
after visiting and examining German camps of 
concentrated horror: 

“In every country overrun by the German armies,in this war, 
we have the same pattern of seizure of the men for slave labor, 
rape of the women, excesses both on and. off the battlefield;. the 
burning of churches filied with women and children, the massacre 
of surrendered soldiérs; the strafing of refugees; the inhuman treat- 
ment of other humans born in the same image and likeness... 

«. it is all a part of the German character and the German 
way of life; and if the rest of the world doesn’t recognize it as such 
and take steps. to eliminate it once and for all time, there will be 
no peace in our times nor in our children’s. Since the time of 
Frederick the Great, Germans have glorified war. ... In the last 
100 years the German nation has been the aggressor in six differ- 
ent wars. ... Unless a punishment commensurate with the crimes 
is meted out, I warn that again before 25 years have elapsed, this 
same people will plungesthe world into a holocaust infinitely greater 
than the one we are now passing through... .”

“Buchenwald, Nordhausen and Dachau have I personally vis- 
ited. They are only three out of perhaps 100 camps in Germany 
but they are typical. The same pattern runs through them call. 

“The cruel and universal weapon is that of starvation. Thou- 
sands and thousands of miserable men have 1 looked at—with 
hollow eyes, fevered cheeks, emaciated bodies, with skin dried to 
the bone, and all hope died out of their eyes. Most of them were 
dead—and the living dead were more awful. They could still open 
their eyes, but they did not see. They had eays but could scarcely 
hear. Their racked bodies and tortured minds had reduced them 
to a level below animals. They were helpless skeletons—holiow 
frames with departed souls. 

“The dead were more fortunate than these live corpses. They 
They tried to smile but did 
not have the strength. Some could barely lift their hands, but 
would murmur as a dying dog whimpers when you look into his 
hopeless eyes and speak a kind word. 

“All this made me sick! I was nauseated by the foul odors in 
these dirty, shabby barracks; by the squalor and filth of the bunks 
in which these overworked and underfed prisoners slept. ... 

“Thousands upon thousands were hanged, beaten, tortured, 
starved, gassed, shot, burned, relegated to oblivion and I! still won- 
der ‘Can it be?’ ... Modern civilization in diabolical Germany is 
but a thin veneer covering the savage nature of men. ... Dachau 
has been a nightmare to me... you cannot get the picture. You 
have to move and walk in the midst of all that—and touch it, 
and feel it, and smell it.... 

“There are some silly sentimentalists who would allow these 
arch criminals to go unharmed. ... This we must not, allow.... 
I believe that every bona fide member of the Gestapo and member 
of the SS—who was not forced to join the organization in the last 
mofiths of the war—as well as the high command of the Wehr- 
macht, the Posdam Prussian military caste, should be liquidated. 
Rub them out!”

Attlee Paid Senate 
An Informal Visit 


W ASHINGTON.—Because of the close ties 
between the two countries, Americans are natu- 
rally eager for information concerning the new 

head of the British government. 


_ The British felt the same way about Mr. Truman when he was 
suddenly vaulted into the presidency after the death of Mr. Roose 
velt. 


Sen. Barkley, of Kentucky, the majority leader of the upper 
chamber, gives a thumbnail sketch of the new British prime min- 
ister which will be all the more a Hi Americans because it 


represents an: American appraisal. 


He spent two hours with Mr. Attlee récently under rather un- 
usual circumstances and had an opportunity to judge him intimately 
in that time. 

Shortly after the San Francisco United Nations Security Con- 
ference adjourned Sen. Barkley, sitting on the floor of the senate 
one afternoon, was handed a Card by a page boy. It bore the name 
of “Clement Richard Attlee, M. P.” Nothing more. 


Recognizing his caller as the deputy prime minister under the 
Churchill coalition government, the Kentucky senator went out to 
greet him. He found the Britisher in the public reception room 
just off the senate chamber where run-of-the-mine constituents send 
in cards to summon members from the floor. 

The two men had never met before and the informal manner 
of Mr, Attlee’s call took Sen. Barkley somewhat by surprise. Ordi- 
narily the accepted practice calls for a meeting of the kind to be 
arranged by the British embassy or through the offices of the State 
Department. 


Mr. Attlee, passing through Washington 
No Fuss or Feathers on his return from San Francisco, where 
he was a member of the British delegation, decided to call on the 
majority leader of the senate, and with no fuss or feathers about 
it proceeded to do just that in the most informal sort of a way. 

In view of Mr. Attlee’s position as a member of parliament of 
a friendly Allied Nation and as the deputy prime minister, Sen. 
Barkley took him on the floor with him, a privilege usually ex- 
tended to visiting members of the house of commons. There he sat 
for two hours talking with the majority leader and observing the 
proceedings of the senate. 

The British elections had xygt been called at that time, and 
Sen. Barkley, discussing the incident later, said that the furtherest 
thought from his mind was that he was talking to the next prime 
minister of Great Britain. He did not even vaguely sense that such 
a development was in the offing. 

Most of the newspapermen who habitually inhabit the sénate 
press gallery when the chamber is in session must have felt the 
same way about it, for no unusual notice was taken of Mr. Attlee’s 
presence. It is doubtful that many of them, if any, were aware 
of the visitor’s identity. A person of rather nondescript appear- 
ance, he might easily have been mistaken, as Sen. Barkley said, 
for one of the several members of the house who generally may 
be found attending sessions of the senate. ‘ 

These house members, usually newcomers, saunter tn and plant 
themselves down in any seat that happens to be vacant. 

In the two hours they sat there talking, Sen. Barkley had a 
pretty good opportunity to size up the man who was to succeed 
Prime Minister Churchill. He found in Mr. Attlee a modest, 
scholarly man well informed on parliamentary procedure and the 
science of government, but with none of Mr. Churchill’s sparkling 
conversational brilliance or sense of the dramatic. 


He impressed the Kentucky senator as 
Scholarly and Modest * solid, able, sober, scholarly type of 


man, with perhaps an overdeveloped sense of modesty. There was 
nothing particular in his bearing that suggested the qualities of 
leadership usually associated with a prime minister of Britain. 

Perhaps the cue to his character was found in the manner in 
which he called at the senate chamber. He didn’t have the British 
ambassador or the State Department make a formal appointment, 
as most foréign diznitaries might have done. He went on his own, 
taxing a*chance on Sen. Barkley being present and available. 

A similar’ modesty may have prevented him from calling on 
President Truman while he was here. If he did- make such a call, 
it is not remembered at the moment. At least nothing appears to 
have been carried by the papers to give the incident any unusual

“This was an irregular proced- 
ure. I was supposed to wait un- 
til after the first Tuesday, when 
the board would have approved 
such payments.

There have 
been no misappropriations or 
shortages, however, in the han- 
dling of school funds.” 
THRASHER TO TESTIFY 

The| grand jury of Laurens 
county, as a result of consistent 
“street talk” regarding alleged ir- 
regularities in the handling of 
school funds and in view of a spe- 
cial audit of Laurens county school 
books by State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher Jr., summoned Thrasher 


to testify before the body tomor- | 


row. 

Meantime, in a statement re- 
leased by Mullis, the Laurens 
county board of education, today 
said that effective immediately 
the county would revert to its for- 
mer system of requiring prior ap- 
proval of the board for monthly 
pay rolls, including salaries of 
teachers; that no bills would be 
paid until they had been approv- 
ed both by the county board and 
the state auditor; that monies be- 
longing to the school system would 
be deposited only in depositories 
designated by the board and the 
state auditor. 

THRASHER REPORT 

These measures are in line with 
recommendations embodied in the 
Thrasher report, submitted last 
week to the board. 

The statement further declared: 

“After a thorough and complete 


‘discussion of the financial affairs 


of the school system, we find that 
all funds belonging to the schools, 
all buses and bus equipment, are 
properly accounted for, so entered 
on the official records, and de- 
posited in the bank.” 


The action of the board, accord-

Law Requiring Check 


On School Funds Urged 


DUBLIN, Ga, July 31.—Rep. 
W.‘H. Lovett, of Laurens county, 
today said he would introduce a 
bill at the January session of the 
legislature creating machinery to 
provide a close state check on 
school funds expended by coun- 
ties. 

“The state,” he said, “should 
have some systematic method of 
checking on the expenditure of 
monies turned over to county 
school beards. 

“Each “ county should be re- 
quired to make a periodic report 
of expenditures. to the state and 
the staté, like the federal govern- 
ment, should have some supervi- 
sion over how its appropriated 
monies are to be spent.” 

Speaking of the expenditure of 
school monies, he declared: “I 
know of no department of state 
where funds are handled more 
carelessly or are more Jax]y ac- 
counted for.” 

Lovett wished to make it plain 
that his thinking: along this line 
is not prompted by the special. au- 
diting of Laurens county school 
administration but by a study of 
the handling of school funds by 
Georgia counties generally. 

He said that under the present 
loose system of handling school 
funds the county school superin- 
tendent, in about 99 cases out of 
100, is the sole administrator.

WASHINGTON—This business 
of re-employment rights for vet- 
erans is taking on the jumbled 
appearance of a newly-secured 
beachhead—turmoil everywhere. 


Selective service, the agency re- 
sponsible for placing veterans in 
their old jobs, claims that the ex- 
service man is entitled to his old, 
or an equivalent, job—regardless | 
of who must be displaced to make 
room for taking on the veteran. 


That, according to selective’ 
service, is the way the law should 
be interpreted, Certain labor or- 
ganizations, on the other hand, 
take the stand that it’s not fair 
for a veteran to get his old job 
back, if it involves the firing of a 
nonveteran—or possibly a World 
War I veteran—with greater sen- 
iority. 

And recently the attorney gen- 
eral complicated the issue further 
when he put out a circular to all 
U. S. attorneys (the men respon- 
sible for enforcing the re-employ- 
ment rights of veterans). The cir- 
cular says that selective service’s 
interpretation of Section § (that’s 
the re-employment section) of the 
selective service act is not “free 
from doubt.” 


-In connection with this re-em- 
ployment confusion, a new word 
—“supersenioritvy’”—is being 
{thrown around like a hot lump of 
coal. You've. read about it and) 
maybe have been just as confused | 
as I was. The way I figure it is—| 
a claim which asserts “supersen- | 
iority” is one which abolishes the) 
old accepted seniority system in| 
American industry, when the re-| 
employment of a veteran is af-| 
fected. | 


“Super” seniority means that 
“seniority” doesn’t govern a par- 
ticular case—and the “particular 
case” would have to be one where 
a veteran would get back his old 
job at the cost of causing a non- 
veteran with greater seniority to 
be displaced. 


I hope I’m not clouding the is- 


sue, too. I’m trying, in my own 
way, to explain this because it is 


'very important to us veterans, and 


will become more so as the re- 
employment problem grows. 


If selective service has its way, 
ex-service people would find a 
smooth path leading back to the 
old job. But selective: serVice is 
finding the going a little rough. 
The veteran often finds he has to 
stumble over the second thoughts 
of some notable forces. 

And I hope this mild clash of 
forces doesn’t increase. Perhaps 
some government, labor, and in- 
dustry officials will soon be able 
to embalm the “seniority for vet- 
erans” subject and let us view the 
remains. 

Every selective service board 
has a veterans’ employnsent agent, 
called a “re-employment commit- 
teeman.” He’s got an important 
job to do and, from all reports, is 
doing it. I'll give you more dope 
on this guy next article.

Small Delicate 
Tidbits Are 


Called ‘Savories’

If you look up a “savory” in the 
dictionary you'll find it describ- 
ed as “a small dish served at end 
of dinner in contrast to the sweet.” 
You'll also find that it’s very close- 
ly related to the modern hors 
d’oeuvre, for the example given is 
an anchovy canape. 

There have been times when 10- 
bourse dinners were followed by 
anchovy canapes and such. things, 
but not today! As for the word 
“savory” it’s coming to mean any 
delightful, piquant “hot dish, with 
no rules as to when it should be 
served. 

One cook book will call a tempt- 
ing lamb and vegetable stew a 
“spring savory.” Another will re- 
serve the word for a delicacy, such 
as spiced broiled peaches. In fact, 
it’s this latter use that’s most com- 
mon today. Fowm an accompani- 
ment to meat, or to finish off a 
special dinner, there’s nothing so 
delightful as a refreshing fruit 
savory. Six worth rememberin 
are these: | 
BAKED PEAR HALVES 

Fill canned pear halves with 
chopped preserved ginger and 
sirup; broil until heated through. 
CHEESE-FILLED APRICOTS 

Fill firm, whole canned figs or 
apricots with cream cheese; broil 
until heated through. 

FRENCH FRIED BANANAS 

Cut peéled bananas ‘crosswise 
into l-inch slices; dip in beaten 
egg or evaporated milk, drain; roll 
in corn flake crumbs; fry in deep 
fat (375 F.) until brown and ten-

ORANGE GLACE 

Cut oranges in half; top each 
with 1 teaspoon brown sugar, 1-2 
teaspoon butter and sprinkle with 
cinnamon and nutmeg; bake in 
moderate oven (350 F.) 30 to 40 
minutes or until] well heated. 
SPICY PEACHES 

Stick whole cloves into. rounded 
side of canned peach halves; place 
under broiler until thoroughly 
heated.

‘Swank’ Is the Word 
For Fashion Openings 


By WINFRED WARE 

Every now and then some globe- 
trotter will sidle off into a corner 
with an understanding few and 
admit that though he has seen the 
pyramids, sunned on the Riveria, 
dined in the sidewalk cafes of 
Paris, sipped wine to the strains 
of Straus waltzes in Vienna and 
swayed to the Spanish rhythms in 
Rio, he has concluded that New 
York is the greatest city in the 
world. 

“A really stunning city in so 
many ways,” he observes. ‘Its 
shops are as remarkable as Alad- 
din's lamp; there is no better food 
in all the world, and the tall build- 
ings, well, they’re thrilling, beau- 
tiful, awe-inspiring. That skyline, 
the rivers, the ships coming in 
right up to New York’s very door- 
steps, the green gardens and trees 
high above the city’s canyons, the 
ice skaters in Rockefeller plaza, 
these and many other captivating 
scenes are found no other place in 
the world. And I haven’t men- 
tioned Broadway and its theaters.” 

Many able columnists, novelists 
and playrights have written much 
and well about America’s largest 
city built ward on a small gran- 
ite island which the Dutch bought 
from the Indians for $25. And 
New York’s vast network of rail- 
roads disgorge so many Americans 
at Pennsylvania and Grand Cen- 
tral stations each day it hardly 
seems possible that anybody lacks 
complete, perhaps first-hand knowl- 
edge of our teeming metropolis. 
However even the initiated might 
like a few sidelights on what a 
fashion editor sees and does when 
she goes up to view the fashion 
openings. 

I never went to a Paris fashion 
opening, but those who used to go 
say New York's openings compare 
quite’ favorably with those of the 
Parisian couturiers, and are con- 
ducted in much the same way. We 
see five or six designers’ collec- 
tions every day, and in addition 
we see a hat or accessories show 
at an 8 o'clock breakfast, a neck- 
wear show at luncheon and often 
see new cosmetics and other ac- 
cessories to the fashion. scene at 
the cocktail hour. The regularly 
scheduled showings usually are at 
10 a. m., 11:30 a, m., 2:30 p. m., 4 
p. m. and 8:30 p.m. And with a 
breakfast, luncheon, cocktails at 
one to three places, dinner some- 
where else and an evening show, 
you can readily see a fashion edi- 
tor has a full day. It is really 
something of a feat to find time 
to get back to one’s hotel room for 
mail or a bit of freshening up for 
a semi-social engagement, and to 
find the time to get to a.type- 
writer on the 40th floor of a build- 
ing which overlooks the Hudson to 
file a story for next morning’s 
paper. Furthermore, while one is 
pounding away at the typewriter; 
with an eye on the clock and the 
newest fashion news at worn fin- 
gertips one of the efficient secre- 
taries of the New York Dress In- 
stitute yells excitedly into the 

ress room: “The Queen Eliza- 

eth is coming up the river loaded 
to the smokestacks#®with soldiers! 
Want to see it?” And away we 
race to the widows where field 
giasses sre thrust into our face 80 
we can get a better view of an- 
other shipload of Yanks coming 
home. “Thank goodness!” we say 
as we brush away a furtive tear. 
Through the field glasses we could 
see thousands of khaki-clad men 
waving and looking, looking again 
at their homeland which many a 
time no doubt they thought they’d 
never see again. [In spite of their 
hurrying, pushing, money - wise 
ways New Yorkers must be pretty 
soft underneath. for they never 
fail to run to the windows and 
they never fail to get misty-eyed 
when these troop transports come 
in. They come in almost every 
day now. 

New York's striking contrasts of 
poverty-stricken slums and Park 
Avenue swank have been so ably 
portrayed in plays like “Dead End 
Kids” it needs no comment from 
me. But I was vastly amused, as 
maybe you will be, by the untact- 


jful remark of one of the out-of- 


town fashion editors when we 
Ww being entertained at a cock- 
tail party at the very exclusive 
River Club. A group of us sat in 
a beautiful room with wide French 
doors though which we could 
watch the boats chugging up and 
down East River. The hostess 
suggested we might like to step 
out on the balcony and see the 
swimming pool and garden below 
and the piers of the Yacht Club. 
One of my fellow newspaper wom- 
en exclaimed: “Oh, I remember 
seeing this very spot in Dead End 
Kids. This is where the dirty lit- 
tle kids came to swim in the river 
and look through the fence at the 
little rich boys swimming in that 
very pool!

One early morning a very tired
